DEPARTMENT  IN  YEARS.  OFFICER  HYRON  CROSSLEY  RESIGNED  TO  BECOME  A  POLICE 
OFFICER  yiTH  THE  TOyN  OF  LANCASTER,  NH.  OFFICER  MICHAEL  SIELICKI  RETURNED  TO 
THE  AREA  AND  WAS  HIRED  TO  REPLACE  MYRON.  OFFICER  SIELICKI  IS  A  CERTIFIED 
FULL-TIME  POLICE  OFFICER  IN  NEy  HAMPSHIRE. 

THE  DRUG  ABUSE  RESISTANCE  EDUCATION  PROGRAM  CAME  INTO  PLACE  DURING  THE 
YEAR.  OFFICER  LANGLEY  DID  A  GOOD  JOB  IN  THE  LOyER  GRADE  SCHOOL.  THE 
DEPARTMENT  GRADUATED  OVER  ONE  HUNDRED  CHILDREN  GIVING  THEM  DIPLOMAS  AND  T-
